The  New  Mexico  region  is  the  first  to  report  the  use  of  the 
skeleton  radio  script  sent  out  from  the  Washington  office  several 
months  ago.

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RANGE  IMPROVEMENTS  mean  fatter  cattle 


. Foreman  Clinton  C.  Clay,  G-129 ,  Lovelock,  Nevada,  writes  us  that  the 

cattle  brought  into  Lovelock  this  fall  are  in  much  better  shape  than  last 
year  and  the  ranchers  in  the  vicinity  are  giving  credit  for  this  to  the 
holding  corral  recently  constructed  by  the  camp  at  the  Muttleberry  Well 
Project  and  to  other  water-development  and  holding-corral  projects  con¬ 
structed  along  the  trail  by  Grazing  Service  camps.  Before  the  corra.  was 
constructed  at  the  Muttleberry  Well  it  was  necessary  to  drive  stock  straight 
through  from  Antelope  Springs  to  Lovelock,  a  distance  of  19  miles. 


Because  of  this  and  other  range  improvements  built  by  the  Oreana  and 
Lovelock  camps,  livestock  operators  east  of  the  Table  Top  Mountain  Range 
in  Nevada  were  able  to  drive  their  cattle  to  Lovelock  for  the  first  time 
in  the  fall  of  1939.  In  former  years  stock  we re  sold  at  Winnemucca  or 
shipped  by  railroad  or  truck  to  Lovelock  where  winter  feed  is  available. 


With  new  stock-watering  developments  on  the  range  and.  corrals  Luilt 
where  stock  may  rest  en  route,  there  is  little  loss  in  weight  by  trailing 
livestock — in  fact,  in  many  instances  stock  actually  increase  in  weight. 


WHAT’S  IN  A  NAME? 

Virginia  City  Grazing  District  (Nevada  No.  3) 

This  grazing  district  gets  its  name  from  the  Nevada  town  known  the 
world  over  as  the  home  of  the  Comstock  lode.  James  Fennimore,  a  pros-  . 
pector  nicknamed  "Old  Virginia,"  is  credited  with  naming  Virginia  City  in 
1859.  An  estimated  $700,000,000  in  gold  and  silver  has  been  taken  from 
the  lode.  Peak  production  was  around  1877. 

Virginia  City  Grazing  District  embraces  approximately  5-1/2  million 
acres  of  public  domain  lands.  The  western  half  of  the  district. is  largely 
spring,  summer,  and  fall  range  while  the  eastern  half  is  primarily .win  er 
range.  In  addition  to  the  224,935  livestock  licensed  in  the  district, 
wild  game  animals  and  birds  may  be  seen  on  the  range. 

Within  the  boundaries  cf.  the  district  are  Carson  City,  the. smallest 
State  Capitol  in  the  United  States,  and  Genoa,  the  oldest  town  m  the 
State  of  Nevada.  The  district  office  is  located  in  Minden  in  one  of  the 
most  productive  valleys  in  the. State. 


History  tells  us  that  the  fabulous  wealth  in  the  Comstock  lode 
prompted  the  North  to  admit  Nevada  as  a  State  in  the. Union  on  October  31, 
1864  because  of  the  need  for  mopey  to  carry  on  the  Civil  War  in. spite  of 
the  fact  that  the  territory  did  not  have  the  necessary  100,000  inhabitants 
to  qualify  for  statehood.  Only  in  recent  yoars  has  the  population  of 
Nevada  reached  that  figure. 


Far  from  being  a  ghost  town,  Virginia  City  today  has  a  population  of 


about  1,000  people.

When  completed  the  Acme  Spring  Pipe  Line  being  undertaken  by 
G-130,  Oregon  will  be  3  miles  in  length.  Commencing  at  a  large 
concrete  storage  tank  high  up  on  the  north  side  of  Acme  Mountain, 
it  will  extend,  on  a  2  percent  grade,  along  the  side  of  the  mountain 
to  an  area  of  very  fine  range  heretofore  not  utilized  by  livestock 
due  to  lack  of  water.  Approximately  1,000  feet  of  the  line  has 
already  been  laid.  A  standard  set  of  concrete  troughs  will  be 
installed  at  the  "end  of  the  line."
